The trend o 
thie discussion creates the impres- 
sion that while Japan anticipated 
the call and is particularly desirous 
of reaching a workable understand- 
ing with America, she is surprised 
at the inclusion of Italy, France, 
and China in the invitation, and 
looks with trepidation on inter- 
national examination, of 4 magni- 
tude promising to exceed pre-con- 
éeived ideas, into Far Eastern ques- 


ne. 
Generally king, the fear is 
volced that Japan may be forced 
to play a lone hand and have an- 
other diplomatic battle on her 
hands, similar to that at the Paris 
peace conference, besides being 
placed constantly on the defensive 
as regards her Far Eastern rights. 

The militarist journal, the Ko- 
kumin Shimbun, doubts the sincer- 
ity of the American invitation and 
then urges the Japanese to remem- 
ber how “America duped the 
world” concerning the League of 
Nations. The powers, it says, should 
make sure the United States in- 
tends to adhere to the agreements 
which may be reached at the forth- 
coming conference. 

In welcoming the idea of the 
conference, Baron Yoshiro Saka- 
tani, former Finance Minister, said 
the extent of the limitation of arma- 
ments was so closely connected with 
Considerativone of the balance of 
power in the Pacific, as well as 
with the industrial capacities of the 
different powers, that the conclusion 
of a practical agreement would, in 
his view, be attended with difficul- 
ties. 

The campaign of Yukio Ozaki, 
former Minister of Justice, in favor 
of armament limitation, which made 
him one of the leading liberals in 
Japan, has caused him te be promi- 
nently mentioned as one of Japan's 
delegates to the Washington con- 
ference. Admiral Kato, Minister of 
Marine, and H. I. Juin, former Jap- 
anese Minister to Italy, also are 
mentioned as possible delegates.

SALARIES LESS THAN THOSE IN 
OTHER CITIES, SAYS so- 
CIATION HEAD. 


Contending that teachers of Los 
Angeles are underpaid in compari- 
son with those of other cities of sim- 
llar size and that during the last 
few years the salaries paid in this 
city have been far below the aver- 
age, Willis T. Newton, president of 
the High School Teachers’ - 
tion, has addressed the following 
letter to The Times: 

LOS ANGELES, July 14. 

In an editorial in this morning's 
Times commenting on a supposed at- 
tempt to “sovietize” our public 
schools you assert that no teachers 
in the country are better paid than 
those of Los Angeles.” If you have 
been led to believe that Los Angeles 
teachers have been so highly fa- 
vored, you have been seriously mis- 


informed.

have never been better paid than tn 
the average city of similar size, and 
that during the last few years the 
wages paid here have been far be- 
low the average. The maximum 
high school salary, for example, was 
this past year $2400, the lowest fig- 
ure to be found in any of the twenty 
largest cities in the United States. 
Next year, with a maximum of $2600 
under the new schedule, Los Ange- 
les maximum teachers will still re- 
ceive $450 less than the average 
maximum teacher in the ten cities 

mediately above and below Los 
Angeles in population. The new 
maximum will be only 170 more 
than the average salary for all teach- 
ers in these ten cities during the 
past year. The average salary here 
will be about $200 below the aver- 
age in the other cities.

LONG BEACH MAN 
IS FOUND GUILTY 


Maj. Birdsall is Convicted of 
Forgery, Embezzlement. 
Mother-in-Law’s Charges Are 
Sustained by Jury. 


White Slave Case is Pending: 
Sentence Monday. 


Maj. Alfred W. Birdsall of Long 
Beach was found guilty of em- 
bezzlement and forgery by a jury in 
Judge Conley's court yesterday aft- 
ernoon after a deliberation lasting 
two hours. He was remanded to 
the County Jail and will appear Mon- 
day at 10 a.m. for sentence. 

This is the outcome of a series of 
difficulties which have confrontéd 
Maj. Birdsall since hig whirlwind 
courtship of Miss Mary Neville, 
daughter of Mrs. Kate Neville of 
Texas, and reputed to be an heiress. 
Maj. Birdsall is past 50 years of 
age. At the time of his marriag 
to Miss Neville she was barely 18 
The evidence in the case showed that 
his young wife had received a draft 
from her mother for $2250, which 
was to be invested in the purchase 
of certain real estate. The draft 
had not been indorsed by Mrs. Ne- 
ville through her admitted over- 
sight. The major, it appears, in- 
dorsed it and said the property 
which was to have been purchased 
had been bought by someone else 
and that it was to have been a wed- 
ding gift. The greater part of the 
$2250 was spent for living expenses 
of the bridal couple, according to 
the defendant's testimony. 

It was then discovered that Maj. 

ll had been divorced in New 
York and that he did not wait the 
ninety days required in that State 
before marrying Miss Neville. She 
was granted an annulment of her 
marriage and there is a case now 
pending against Maj. Birdsall, charg- 
ing him With a violation of the 
Mann Act. 

Dep. Dist.-Atty. Keyes handled 
the case for the people, assisted by 
George B. Ross, attorney for Mrs. 
Neville. 8. W. Thompson was at- 
torney for the defendant. 

The verdict of guilty on both 
counts came as a surprise to many 
who have been following the case, 
as there was much testimony to 
show that Mrs. Neville was advised 
by wire of her failure to indorse the 
draft and evidence that Maj.
